Small strikes are like small flies liable to 
spiead. Mayor Stott deserves credit for 
making an honest effort to reach an agree- 
ment vuth his operatives.

New England. 


VEGETATION NOW IN A OOOD 


CONDITION. 


Crops in Valley Lands 


Promising. 


Especially 


BOSTON, May 15.—The New England 


ireather service, United States \vj-ulWr 
bureau, issues the following went her*crop 
bulletin for the week ending May 14,1391: 


The weather iot .New Euuland for the 


week just passed has Bean very favoraole 
lor work, except where the grouud was I 
too dry to put in seed, aud vegetation has 
made good growth on all wet lands. 
On 


land at all dry the drought H ssriou?.y 
lelt, es>peci»lly in the southern states. In 
eastern Maine nearly half an inch of ram 
fell in the last few days of last week, so 
nothing is suffering, although the fall 
this week has been only a truce.

High, disagreeable winds prevailed for 


tt number of days, which served to dry the 
ground very rapidly and to fill the air 
with dust. The high wind of the lltn 
blew down cousidera ule fence in central , 
Maine, and caused much damage to 
asparagus in eastern Massachusetts. The 
correspondent at Concord, MJISS., renorts 
that some growers have lost over tiOO by 
the wind. 


The days were generally warm, hnt the 


nights have been cool, with frosis on the 
10th, llth, lath and 14th in d.fferent sec- 
tions. At Eastport, Me., the temperature 
fell to 38" on the morning o£ the llth, and 
at Xorthfield, Vt, 
it fell to 34° on the ' 


morning of the 10th, 12th and Uth. 


Xo damage to crops by the cold weather 


has been reported from Maine. Grass 
prospects are flattering. Early grain is 
up in central counties and is looking well. 
In southern Penobs-jot county more grain 
( 


is being sown than for some years. Re- ' 
ports from southern Aroostook county in- 
dicate that most o£ the potato crop has ' 
been planted. Fruit prospects continue 
promising. 


New Hampshire. 


At North Convray the early morning 


temperature during the week averaged 
only about 2° above freezing, and it fell 
1° below on the llth. 
Generally crops 


were not advanced enough to be dam- 
aged, but in the warm valleys in the 
southern counties beans were nipped and 
strawberries injured. Pears are not show- 
ing well in blossom in the central Merri- 
muck valley. 


Vermont. 


The weather was dry and cool in Ver- 


mont, but favorable for all farm opera- 
tions. 
No damage has been reported 


from the frosts, although there are some 
fears for the plums. Early potatoes are 
mostly planted iu the vicinity of North- 
field and in the northeastern part of the 
st.ite. About the usual amount of grain 
has been put in in the latter district. 


Massachusetts. 


It has been very dry in Massachusetts, 


and -while on the low lands crops made 
good growth, on dry ground in the east- 
ern part of the state aad in. the upper 
Connecticut valley cox-respondents report 
vegetation almost at a standstill. Con- 
siderable damage has been reported from 
the eastern part of the state by the frost 
of (he llth. At Concord asparagus, grapes, 
b^ans, strawberries, sweet corn and pota- 
tot-s all suffered. Strawberries suffered 
gunerully to a more or less extent, and 
iruit slightly. Near the coast the modi- 
fying influence of the water prevented 
d i mage, it^ i t:i the large river valleys a 
dens-- log ,» v.-iiled,

Several of these mnrdera are susceptible 


•f proof. Others are based on suspicion 
more or less well founded. Beside the 
three named, the list comprises Edward 
Stone, who was Decker's second wife's 
8on-in-lawj Benjamin Decker's son; Caro- 
line Goodrich Decker, his second wife; a. 
^year-old eon of Edward Stone; a hired 
man in Sacramento valley, name un- 
known, and a man in Illinois, name un- 
known. 


Decker killed his first wife and chil- 


dren in lSo'7. The discovery a short time 
ago crystallized the belief prevalent for 
some time that he was guilty(of many 
atrocities, and led to his arrest. 


After his first wife's death he married a 


widow named Goodrich «nd lived with 
her over 20 years, and is believed to have 
gotten rid o£ her finally in 1890 by poison. 


He disposed of one child, who bothered 


him in 1886. The murder in Illinois is 
said to have been committed before he 
came west, and the one in Sacramento 
valley after his arrival. His various rela- 
tives were killed because they stood in 
the way of gratifying his desires or knew 
of his crimes.

He will not re- 
gret this step.
